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APB REVIEWS GRANT APPLICATIONS 
TOTALLING 227 MILLION DOLLARS | 


The Area Planning Board was certified in 
1967, by the U. S. Office of Management 
and Budget, as the A-95 Review Agency for 
Palm Beach County. In this role, the Area 
Planning Board (APB) reviews all federal 
grant applications affecting Palm Beach 
County which are governed by Federal Of- 
fice of Management and Budget Circular 
A-95. The Circular is a federal regula- 
tion, the purpose of which is to promote 
cooperation among federal, state and local 
governments in the evaluation, review and 
coordination of federally assisted pro- 
grams and projects. Programs which fall 
within the scope of A-95 Review are those 
which have an impact on state, areawide 
and local development. 


Through its designation as the Metropoli- 
tan Clearinghouse, the APB sets in motion 
that part of OMB Circular A-95 which is 
identified as the Project Notification and 
Review System, commonly known as A-95 Re- 
view. The Project Notification and Review 
System delegates two responsibilities to 
the Clearinghouse: . 1) notification of lo- 


cal jurisdictions and agencies which might 
be affected by. the proposed project; and 
2) agency review of the project to deter- 
mine consistency with adopted areawide 
comprehensive plans and policies (e.g., 
Regional Comprehensive Development Plan 
for Palm Beach County, Year 2000 Transpor- 
tation Systems Plan, Areawide Waste Treat- 
ment Management Plan, and Areawide Housing 


Opportunity Plan). 


Applications involving federal funds with- 
in Palm Beach County must be sent to three 
clearinghouses: 1) The Area Planning Board 
(Metropolitan Clearinghouse); 2) Treasure 
Coast Regional Planning Council (Regional 
Clearinghouse); and 3) the State Planning 
and Development Clearinghouse (Governor's 
Office). The Area Planning Board and 
Treasure Coast Regional Planning Council 
(TCRPC) have an agreement coordinating the 


areawide and regional review process in 
order to assure that there is no duplica- 


tion of effort. The TCRPC reviews proj- 
ects primarily for their consistency with 
adopted regional policies while the State 
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Clearinghouse assures consistency with 
state plans and policies. If problems are 
discovered by one clearinghouse, the oth- 
ers are notified so that they may take ap- 
propriate action. 


During calendar year 1980, the APB review- 
ed 114 applications having a total funding 
ör 9$226,834,652. FIGURE I depicts the 
proposed percentage of federal, state and 
local funding for the years 1977 through 
1980. TABLES I and II provide information 
regarding applicants, proposed funding 
amounts and functional categories for 
those applications reviewed by the Area 
Planning Board during 1980. 


Federal agencies receiving the requests 
for funding assistance are as follows: 
Health and Human Services, 23; Housing and 
Urban Development, 21; FHA/VA, 19; Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration, 13; 
Environmental Protectiom Agency, 10; Farm- 
ers Home Administration, 8; Department of 
Labor, 6; Department of Transportation, 4; 
Community Services Administration, 4; De- 
partment. of Interior, 2; ACTION, 1; De- 
partment of Agriculture, 1; Department of 
Commerce, 1; and Federal Aviation Admini- 
stration, l- 


In reviewing the information, it should be 
kept in mind that the applications submit- 
ted by the State of Florida, totalling ov- 
er $36,000,000, impact upon the entire 
state. The applications submitted by the 
National Council of Senior Citizens and 
the National Council on the Aging, total- 
ling over $72,000,000, are for nationwide 
programs. Several other agencies, such as 
the Areawide Council on Aging and the 
Health Planning Council, are multi-county 
agencies whose jurisdictions include other 
counties in addition to Palm Beach County. 
The proposed fundiag is thus not all ear- 


marked for Palm Beach County. 


Twenty-two (22) applications totalling ov- 
er $28,000,000 were submitted by the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commission- 
ers. For clarification, these are listed 
by individual departments or agencies. 


On May 21, 1980, the Area Planning Board 
adopted the Project Notification and Re- 
view System A-95 Clearinghous2 Review Man- 
ual, thus formalizing the policies and 
procedures of A-95 review. As a result of 
adopted screening policies, certain pro- 
posals are exempt from formal review and 
are handled administratively. Of the 114 
applications processed in 1980, 19 were 
exempted from formal review, primarily be- 
cause they requested continuation funding 
with no substantive change in program or 
beneficiary population. This type of ap- 
plication may be exempt from review only. 
if the original request for funding has 
been formally reviewed and recommended for 
approval by the Area Planning Board. Con- 
tinuation applications must still be sub- 
mitted to the clearinghouse for a determi- 
nation as to whether or not the exemption 
applies. 


The APB appreciates the cooperation of 
those who actively participate in the A-95 
review process. Comments of individual 
agencies and governments are considered by 
the APB in evaluating applications for 
consistency with local and areawide plans 
and policies. These comments are also 
forwarded to the applicant who must make 
them a part of the formal application to 
the federal agency.
